Many People In India Are Killed 
‘ Every Year, 


The struggle between human be- 
ings and wild apimals in India seems 
to be constant. Last, year fifty-five 
persons were killed by elephants, five 
by *hyenas, 109 by bears, 350 by 
leopards, 853 by tigers, and 688 by 
boars.and other aninials. Poisonous 
snakes claimed no fewer than 22,478 
victims. More than 19,000 wild 
beasts‘of various. kinds were destroy- 
ed and 91,000-snakes were killed. High 
floods killed off many of the ‘small 
animals that dre ordinarily the prey 
of wild beasts, and this probably ac- 
counts for the attention that tigers

Furthermore, it would appear that 
the Land Settlement Board, with the 
information it will possess, will offer 
“you an organization especially quali- 
fied to handle the transfer of settlers 
within the province. 

In addition to dealing with the land 
coming directly under its control an 
‘effective Provincial Settlement’ Board 
will have a very powerful indirect in- 
fluence on. agricultural development 
throughout the province generally and 
will be a safeguard in protecting set- 
tlers from paying unjustifiably high 
prices for wild land. The operations 
of the board cannot act otherwise 
than as a stimulus to the sale of un- 
improved land to actual.settlers at 
reasonable prices.

Southern Alberta Farmers Adopt 

New Method of Treatitig Séed~ 

Grain. 

Seed treated by a new process of 
seed electrification, a method which, 
it.is claimed, will increase the yield, 
check the spread of fungoid diseases . 
and improve the quality, will be 
sown this year by many of the lead- 
ing farmers in Southern Alberta. A 
plant for the treating of ‘seed has 
been established and already its cap- 
acity is taxed to such an extent that 
an enlargement will be made immedi- - 
ately. : 

Great Claims are made as to the ad- 
vantages of this system which is 
known as the Wolfryn Electro-Chem- 
ical. process of seed electrification. 
The process. consists in placing the 
seed to be treated in a bath con- 
taining a suitable metallic salt such 
as calcium or sodium chloride and” 
weakly electrifying the same for ‘a 
length of time appropriate to the 
seéd under treatment. The solution— 
is then run off, and the seed taken 
out and dried. The object of the 
salt is not only to decrease the re- 
sistance, or, in other words, to in- | 
crease the conductivity of the seed- 


coat, but to maintain that conduc- 
tivity .during the period of germina- 
tion, Calcium and sodium in cor-

The scheme which has been’ worked 
out in considerable detail by the West- 
ern Canada Association, bears a very 
close resemblance-to a plan for sett- 
ling lands which was. drafted some 
three years ago by the Canadian Pro- 
blems Club of Winnipeg, a study club 
of Winnipeg citizens representative of 
business, finance, labor and. various 
professions. Their: propositions took 
the form of definite recommendations 
whith were formally suggested to the 
governments of the three prairie pro- 
vinces as the basis. for legislation. It 
is, perhaps, worth recalling that the 
memorandum, which was made public 
at the time, was’ the work of a special 
committee of the club which comprised 
the late S. R. Tarr, then editor of Can- 
adian Finance, Vere C. Brown, .then 
superintendent for Western Canada of 
the Canadian Bank of Commerce and 
now a high official of the First Na- 
tional Bank of New York; G. F. Chip- 
man and Harold Edwards. 

The. basic condition of both schemes 
is that the owners of vacant agricul- 
‘tural land suitable for cultivation shall 
be required to fix a selling price for 
such land, which price is to. remain 
fixed for two years.

Property owners 
therefor have.reasonable protection 
for their interests. Some of them may 
be dubious about the possbility of the 
Western Canada Colonization Asso- 
iation securing settlers in large’ num- 
bers; but they can well afford to take 
the slight risk of giving it a chance. 
Experience of recent years has shown 
that the private land owner, even 
twhen the owner is a powerful and 
rich land company, can do very little 
towards securing purchasers from the 
outslde. 

Since the disappearance of home- 
stead lands the Government has 
found it difficult to get settlers of the 
kind desired because it could not in- 
sure them land; while the land owners 
could not induce immigration because 
jthey had not the resources and ma- 
chinery to secure and fransport sett- 
lers. An attempt is now being made 
to work out a plan by which immigra- 
tion agencies of all kinds will co-op- 
‘erate in inducing immigration into 
Western Canada; one of the chief in- 
‘ducements which will be held out to 
these settlers is to be the assurance 
that the governments of the provinces 
accept the responsibility of seeing 
that they are supplied with land upon 
reasonable and stable serenih allt 
effectiveness of the propositiofawaits 
of course, the actual test of. applica- 
tion; but predictions that it will be 
effective are made by parties not with 
out experience in matters of this kind.

The «struggle between human be- 
ings and wild animals in India seems 
to be constant. , Last year fifty-five 
persons were killed by elephants, five 
by hyenas, 109 by bears, 350 by 
leopards, 853 by tigers, and 688 by 
boars and other animals. Poisonous 
snakes claimed no fewer than 22,478 
victims. More than 19,000 --wild 
beasts of various kinds were destroy- 
ed and 91,000 snakes were killed. High 
floods killed off many of the-~small 
animals that aré ordinarily the- prey 
of wild beasts, and this probably ac- 
counts for the attention. that tigers 
and other large animals have given to 
their human neighbors,-

Until recent years we had not real- 
ized the danger of neglecting the 
mouth and teeth-—because ’ digestion

very frequent occurrence, and because 
broken roots and open cavities retain- 
ed decomposing food and mucus, with 
a resulting had breath. © These were 
a few of the things that caused the 
more ¢ultured people to have their 
mouths put.in order.

An Established Principle. 

The proposed legislation, making 
the owner of unoccupied land his own 
assessor will merely follow the prin- 
ciple observed in the income ‘tax re- 
turn. This plan, if adopted, will 
render feasible the early issue of maps 
and’ price lists: of, unoccupied Tands 
for sale in the province. -Without 
such fixed lists'no adequate land set- 
tlement can be secured, 

At best it will require some months 
to compile maps, price lists, etc. A 
minimum périod of two. years’ listing 
is therefore necessary. The'addition- 
al consideration (interest for one year 
and a refund’ of taxes paid-in the in- 
terval) allowed to the owner in case 
sale is made after the first ycar, makes 
this two year provision’ equivalent to 
a twelve months’ listing which is the 
common practice, 

A Just Proposal. 

As to the penalty proposed, i.e., 
doubling the unoccupied land tax; I 
am sure it will be the concensus of 
public opinion that the man who will 
not improve his land or offer it for 
sale for actual settlement at a reason- 
able price, should pay something for 
the “community development” carried 
on by his neighbors. . 

In requiring the non-resident owner 
of unoccupied land to appoint an 
agent in the locality of the land you 
will be merely supplying a necessary 
link in the chain between the settler 
and the owner, and at the same time 
making use of the local man who has 
the knowledge and experience neces- 
sary to properly look after the new- 
comer. In addition to the outlay in-

Ninety per cent. of the world’s sup-

‘Nearly fifty thousand emigrants 
came from the United States to Can- 
ada in the year 1920 to make perman- 
ent homes in the Dominion, Prac- 
tically all ‘of these, it is estimated, 
were vexperienced agriculturists who 
either secured free government home- 
steads or purchased: improved farms. 
Whilst this very desirable contribu- 
tion to Canada’s man power, deposit- 
ed in the manner to best serve Can- 
ada’s‘need, is only about one-third of 
that of the years prior to the war,, it 
is eStimated authoritatively that the 
Dominion received last year, and dur- 
ing the war years, as many farmers 
‘from the United States as she was 
wont to welcome, and that the classes 
whose emigration fell off due to war 


conditions were the industrial, the 
speculative and others not directly 
producers. It must also be borne in 


mind that would-be entrants at the 
border are sifted as carefully as ‘at 
ocean ports, and that in the existing 
internal conditions, in some months, 
as many applicants at border towns 
were rejected for Canadian  citizen- 
ship as were accepted. : 

Gratifying as was 1920’s emigration 
of farmers from the United States, 
greater attention was drawn in that 
year to the augury of the 1921.exodus 
as evidenced in the more general in-, 
tetrest taken in Canadian lands and 
agricultural affairs, the harvest of 
which will be reaped’ this year and 
years to come, Whilst large num- 
bers of farmers came to settle with 
their families on western farm lands, 
there was an infinitely greater num- 
ber of scouts who, for themselves or 
others, came to look over the situa- 
tion, jadge as to locality, pick out the 
land, and perhaps purchase, and then 
return to their homes to clear up 
their affairs before making the final 
move and, settling in the newly’ chos- 
en homes. 

During-the summer, under the aus- 
pices of the Dominion Government, 
special trains carrying American edi- 
tors and >usiness men toured ‘the 
Canadian West, the trips being to 
many a revelation, They were sur- 
prised and delightgd. “ They became 
boosters for thd country. | Many 
could not withstand: investing in the 
assured future of the country. The 
coticensus of opinion among these 
men, all representative of thickly set- 
tled agricultural districts and in close 
touch with the economic conditions 
pertaining to them, -~was that one hun- 
dred thousand Americans would set- 
tle in Western ‘Canada during the 
present year.’ A yreat wave of im- 
migration, they felt, was inevitable, 
and this the first tide of the early 
spring would seem to justify. 

American farmers come up to Can- 
ada when it, is borne upon them, that 
as fine crops are being raised upon the 
low-priced lands of Canada as upon 
their own highly held holdings, They 
see Canadian farmers carrying off the 
world’s premier honors in wheat and 


oats and successfully competing in. 


corn against the recognized corn belt. 
They want to expand and secure larg- 
er holdings for themselves ‘or grow- 
ing familics of boys, a development 
impracticable in their own localities. 

The prevailing exchange situation 
has been decidedly advantageous to 
United States farmers purchasing in 
Canada, and instances have come to
